1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the instantly claimed 
subject matter is directed to an intravenous aqueous pharmaceutical composition of (a) an anti- 
ulcerative compound of rabeprazole, as depicted below: 




(b) glycine, and (c) a tonicity agent, wherein the molecular ratio of glycine to anti-ulcerative 
compound is between 0.43:1 and 1:1, whereas the prior reference of Gishni et al. and Takechi et 
al. do not specify the anti-ulcerative compound of rabeprazole nor do these references teach and 
direct the skilled artisan to only employ a molecular ratio of glycine to anti-ulcerative compound 
of rabeprazole of between 0.43:1 and 1:1.
